MAJ.-GEN. OTIS MAKES A KKl'O RT 


He Shows How tlie Condition 
of 
\Vur 


Really Developed nt Manila. 


Washington, June 1.—The secretary 


cf war Wednesday made public the 
report of Gen. Otis dated from Manila, 
transmitting the reports of his sub- 
•ordinate officers on the operations 
around Manila up to April 6. Gen. 
Otis begins 
with 
this : statement: 


•''These military operations are fairly 
well presented in the reports, and I 
iave little to add thereto, but desire 
.particularly to call attention to the 
rise and development of conditions 
-and 
circumstances 
which 
resulted 


finally in war. This I deem to be 
•essential in order to correct the some- 
what prevailing, impression that the 
government of the United States is 
responsible through deceit or wrong- 
Jtul action for the present existing hos- 
tilities." 


To this end he gives a short sum- 


mary of the Philippine insurrection 
.against Spain, laying stress on the fact 
that a small band of the natives of 
•Luzon, leaders of the rebellion.in 1S96 
against Spain, were induced or a mon- 
•etary consideration to leave the island. 
•These men returned to the vicinity of 
Manila after the destruction of the 
•Spanish.fleet there, being, as Gen. Otis 
fays, "encouraged without authority to 
attempt the organization of what they 
were pleased to denominate an inde- 
pendent government for the Filipino 
people." 


Gen. 
Otis then gives an account ot 


his efforts to'convince the Filipinos of 
the 
friendly purposes of the United 


States. He shows how persistently he 
labored to prevent hostilities, and how 
the first outbreak was precipitated: by 
the insurgents.

establishment of a large American: ?ol- 
•ony in the Philippines. 


"Pour thousand of the volunteers 


mow in the islands are reported to hava 
signed a petition to the president and 
•secretary of war praying that they re- 
ceive their dischages in Manila, in- 
stead of at the places of enlistment.and 
that they be allowed travel pay. to the 
place of enlistment. 
It was explained 


that they believed the Philippine is- 
lands 'offered rare opportunities for in- 
•dustrious and enterprising Americans 
to make for themselves homes,' and 
that they desired to remain 'for the 
purpose of taking part In the develop- 
ment of the mining, agricultural and 
•industrial resources of the islands.' 


"The petition stated that in the event 


of favorable action by the government 
these signing it pledged their united 
support in 
upholding the laws and 


protecting the interests of the United 
States there, and would, If so desired, 
become members of a national guard 
-or such other organization as might 
be necessary for the best protection 
-of American interests in the Philip- 
pines."

A heroic rescue was performed late- 


ly in San Francisco by a boy only 
eight years old. The San Bruno Hotel 
had taken fire, and the flames were 
not discovered until it was too late 
to save the building, or, as it after- 
ward turned out, to get out of it all its 
Inmates. While the fire was raging 
little Theodore Steiner, eight years 
old, the son of the proprietor of the 
hotel, learned that a baby, a year old, 
the child of one of the guests, had 
been left in an upper room.

Rushing up 
the stairs in- the midst of fire and 
smoke, he disappeared from the view 
of the bystanders.

He was, indeed, gone a 
surprisingly long time, but finally, at 
the very last moment when it would 
have been possible for any one to 
come out of the building alive, he 
emerged, bearing the baby in his arms.

with a companion who escaped.

men were injured as follows: 
DAVIS, WILLABD H., colored, 11 waiter on the 


bullet car of the passenger train; severely cut 
about the head by falling glass; taken to his 
homo at 2720 Dearborn street, Chicago. 


SAGE, JOSEPH, fireman on passenger train ; 


leg broken and internal injuries; taken to liis 
' home in Chicago. 
ARNOLD,-F., fireman on the light engine; leg' 


broken and internal injuries; taken to his 
home in Norwood Park. 


Cause of tlie Accident- 


The light engine, which carries a sub- 


urban train from Chicago to Deaplaines, 
had arrived at its destination, uncoupled 
from the cars and was being run to the 
roundhouse, when the St. Paul flyer ran 
in to it. Fireman Arnold was in the en- 
gine alone and had charge of the throt- 
tle. 
He was going east on the west 


bound track and to this the collision was 
due.

The force of the collision wrecked the 


platforms of the two "blind baggage" 
cars on the train. On the platforms 
were Garvin and his companion. Sev- 
eral saw Garvin's companion jump in 
time to escape injury. 
Garvin, who was 


killed, was caught between the plat-

and head were 


crushed. 


Search for Body of Ifegro.

platforms were torn from the coaches. 
Between them Garviu's body was discov- 
ered. It was taken to an undertaking 
establishment in Desplaines, where it 
was prepared for burial. 


All of 
the coaches on the limited 


train, with the exception of the "blind 
baggage" cars, were taken to Chicago 
with the passengers, who then boarded 
the 10:15 trr.in for St. Paul. 


BotH iEn^ines Are AVrecked. 


The pilot of the limited engine tore 


the suburban engine's tender into t*o 
parts and, forging ahead, completely 
wrecked the locomotive. The limited 
engine was also badly damaged, prob- 
ably beyond repair. 
Fireman Sage, of 


the limited engine was hurled from his 
post with terrific force", and he fell' upon 
his left leg, breaking it. . Engineer 
Harry Ebbitts, of this city, escaped in-' 
jury, as also did Conductor C; M. Mar- 
riotte and Brakeman H. J. McCammond 
and Oscar Pfanstiebl. 


Garvin's remains were identified by a 


letter of recommend found upon his per-

Judge Tarvin, Chairman of the Conven- 


tion, ana E.t-Gov. Altgetd of Illinois, 
Make Strong: Speeches on Uotu Tliuef 
Queatious—Hryaii the Leader. 


Louisville, June 1.—The League of 


Bimetallic Clubs of the Ohio Valley 
began its third annual convention in 
this city Wedensday 
afternoon. The 


theater was gayly decorated with flow- 
ers and bunting. The coat-of-arms of 
the four states represented in the con- 
vention—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Kentucky—were 
conspicuously dis- 


played.

After Mayor Weaver had 
delivered 


the address of welcome, Judge J. P. 
Tarvin of Covington, president of the 
league, deliverecl an address, in which 
he outlined the policy ol the democratic 
party as he believed it should be. 


Judge Tarvin's speech was in part as 


follows:

"The question to be determined in 


1900 for the time is, whether the gov- 
ernment shall be administered, by the 
representatives of the organized capi- 
talists and for the benefit of organized 
capital, or whether it shall be admin- 
istered t>y the people in such a way as 
to permit the operation of natural laws 
in the distribution of the fruits of la- 
bor, sometimes called money, some- 
times known as wealth.- 


"With this knowledge of the question 


at issue, this convention may express 
an opinion as to. the platform 
that 


ought to be adopted by the democratic 
convention of 1900. We stand without 
qualification, reserve or condition for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1 by the 
United States, without awaiting the ac- 
tion ojt any other, country on earth. We 
express our opinions that this plank 
ought to be in the democratic national 
platform of 1900. We believe that the 
democratic national convention of 1900 
•should adopt the Chicago platform of 
1896, without the omission of- a word, a 
letter or a punctuation mark, and that 
it should add -thereto a specific and ap- 
propriate: declaration against the 'ex- 
istence and the organization of trusts 
and combinations, and a specific prom- 
ise of legislative action looking to theii 
extermination, and that it should add 
thereto a declaration against any poli- 
cy of imperialism, appropriate to an ab- 
solute government but repugnant to 
every line of the bill 'of rights and the 
constitution of the United States. 


"In conclusion I will say that'I be- 


lieve it to be the judgment and the 
sense of this convention that the dem- 
ocratic national convention of 1900, 
after adopting a platform made by 
democrats, ought to place upon it by 
acclamation as the leader of the democ- 
racy in that year the one who led 
them against such fearful odds in 1896, 
and that in the campaign of 1900, as 
in 1896, the real- and only democrats 
of this land will be satisfied'and. ought 
to be satisfied with that for which they 
contended in 1896—Bryan and free sil- 
ver." 


Following Judge Tarvin, Congress- 


man James M. Robinson of Indiana 
made an impromptu speech. In refer- 
ence to the coming campaign of 1900, 
the speaker said that it lay with the 
democratic party to name the victor, 
and that they would make a great 
mistake if they did not select Bryan. 


The convention then adjourned until 


7:30 p. m. At the evening session John 
P. Altgeld of Illinois spoke in favor of 


• the retention of the 16 to 1 plank in 


the platform of 1900, and the strong 
necessity of curbing the rapid growth 
of trusts. He favored William J. Bryan 
as the presidential nominee. 


Plavius J. Van Vorhis of Indianapo- 


• lis was also one of the speakers at the 


night session. He said the great trusts 
of the country were the outgrowth oE 
an organization of shameless men who 
were the greatest enemies of society. 
Bimetallism'as opposed to monometal- 
lism was' the true salvation and the 
basis on which, the great ..political and 
economical questions must be settled. 


After- the -meeting a banquet was 


held at the Gait house, where' Mr. 
Bryan spoke on the toast, "The Dem- 
ocratic Party."

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THE STORMY 
PETREL. 


How tbe Little Bird Sntchen Its 


• '-The stormy petrels nest just above 
the Atlantic' surge on the islets near 
lona and the Hebrides. There above 
the rock on certain islands in a black, 
buttery soil, in which they burrow like 
little winged mice, and on a nest ol 
sea pink lay one .white.egg. As this 
desertion 'of the regions ol light and 
air by birds is something outside the 
natural course of their lives, it leads 
to" various odd and unexpected social 
complications and domestic problems. 
Among the latter is a serious one, the 
difficulty of keeping.the underground 
•house clean or moderately cool. It is 
usually very hot.; Sand-martins, for 
instance, do not attempt to ventilate 
their burrows as rabbits and rats do; 
neither do kingfishers nor the stormy 
petrels when they make their own bur- 
rows, and-do'not creep, into chinks 
between piles of stones or rocks. Evi- 
dence of the high temperature of this. 
"hot chamber," where the young pet- 
rels are hatched,, is',seen in a very 
pretty popular belief in the Outer 
Hebrides. '.The .people say that they 
hatch their eggs, not by sitting on 
them, but by. sitting near them, at a 
distance of six inches between them 
and the opening of the burrow. Then 
the petrels, turn their heads toward 
the eggs and "coo" at them day and 


• night, and so "hatch- them with their 
. song." This, which sounds like a fable 
oMhe East Atlantic islands, has really 
a..basis in fact.
